The Arrival in New York of Sonnen- 
thal, the Austrian Tragedian. 


The Serenade in the Bay—A Great Actor 
Moved to Tears—The A ffectionate Meeting 
of Sonnenthal and Conried—Escortea in 
Triumph—Congratulations From Booth, 
Barrett and Irving—The Receptions.

New York, March 9.—The welcome extended 
Herr Adolph Sonnenthal, the Austrian actor, was 
full of tenderness and povtry.

He was even more 
restless than on Friday nigotand did not attempt 
to find rest in bed until an early hour in the morn- 
ing. He could not long remain quiet, and nervously 
paced the floor in the hope that tired nature would 
bring him the relief hs sougut and aeeded Hour 
after hour he walked the floor, his steps becoming 
more feeble, until he sank the chair greatly

The White House Staff Retained for 
Its Efficiency. 


Only Two Employes of the Executive 
Mansion Ever Ketired in Disgrace—The 
Dude Assistant Post Ex- 


Secrotary Lincoln and Gen. Swaim. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasaineton, D. C., March 6.—It is probable 
that the executive session of the Senate will con- 
tinue fora month. This will, however, depend in 
a measure upon the wishes of the President. If 
the office-seekers press him teo hard, he may be 
anxious to have the Senate adjourn, so as to give 
him an excuse for refusing to consider appoint- 
ments. 

There is a great feeling of security throughout the 
Departments since the delivery of the inaugural 
address. The fact that the President has decided 
to retain the entire White House staff, with the 
exception of the private secretary, has encour- 
aged the people in the departments. If all of the 
people in the departments wereas efficient as those 
about the White House, there would be no reason 
kor a change. The under-secretaries atthe White 
House are non-partisans, and «re simple, plain; 
mannered men of business. Tuey understand their 
business thoroughly. None of those now employed 
there have ever been inv olved in any scandalous 
transactions. The general management of the 
White House offices has been better than that of 
the departments There have been only one“ or 
two scandals traced home to the White House sub- 
ordinates. Babcock, who was retired on account 
of his complicity with the whisky ring, and Chap- 
man, one of the clerks removed under Hayes, are 
the only men who have been dismissed for dis- 


graceful reasons from the White House 
service since the war. Chapman was one 
of the most notorious men of Washing- 


ton. He was involved in some of the most odious 


scandals of the day. His name was a byword in 
Washington for a long time. But it was only to- 
wards the close of the Hayes administration that 
he was removed. Mr. Hayes said afterward that 
none of the wicked stories had ever reached him 
before. The on.y reasou why Chapman is worth 
mentioning is owing to the fact that the Hayes peo- 
ple established a hich standard of temperance and 
morality at the White House while they had under 
their very noses one of the most notoriously im- 
moral meu of the town, and one who was known to 
every One as such.

out of $1,000 due her on account of her husband's 
death, failingin which, he attempted, through a 
forged paper, to force a compromise with her for

shown by the testi mouy and documentary evidence, 
is simply this: That on November 3, 184, C. H 
Offer, who kept a grocery at the corner of Twen-
